An announcement (rom.'ttie Areh- 
blshop's Palace 'recently, lald that 
Father Duffy could speak only 
in the name of "his new patrons 
— the* Communists." It warned Ro- 
man Catholies'.not to be misled by 
his speeches. , ' . . i 

Father Duffy has said tha( he is 
still"a practising priest" with Aill 
credentials ' not withstanding vari- 
ous claims to the contrary.

London, Ont. — (CUP) — Al- 
though students at the University 
of Western Ontario have always 
been allowed to attend all meetings 
of the University Students' Council 
(equivalent of the McGill S.E.C), 
the constitution of the students so- 
ciety has now been . amended to 
iilve the general student body the 
constitutional right to attend all 
meetings and the right to examine 
minutes of all meetings. 

•The U.S.C. also passed a motion 
making it the duty of the council 
secretary to post copies of the 
minutes of all meetings îon évery 
faculty notlceboard. 

Agree on Principle 
Most U.S.C. members agreed th,il 
the principle of democratic govern- 
ing involved should be assured, 
but some thpught the present con- 
stitution was adequate to allow for 
these rights. 

Jack Vance said that there 
has never been prevention of 
students comlnt to meetings, 
but that If it were put In the 
constitution It w-oald guarantee 
this right. ., 

U.S.C. President Bill Downe, said 
that ivhile "there hadn't been any 
encouragement on the part of 'the 
U.S.C," to have other than mem- 
bers present, all meetings were 
actually open to all." 
Joe Fricker, U.S.C. vice-president, 
»aid the amendment was not in 
keeping with the principle of 
student representation, 

Cnllural Activities lllrector 
Claire Murphy voiced the' 
opinion that if ill students 
were given richt'tn be present 
at all merllngs of the U..S.C . . 
. there "Jmlght.-.ts w ell_ be .•fov-. 
em^lent by all.' -like , that of 
Athenian democracy of, ancient 
times." 

Jack Vance again asked that 
the right of students to be pres- 
ent at all U.S.C. meetings be put 
into' the constitution to ensure true 
representation of the student body. 
The motion was passed by. a heavy 
majority vote. 

Post Minutes 
John Cairns, said the right of 
access to minutes of all meetings 
was a corollary to the' right .to be 
present. 

John Aldls suggested the minutes 
be posted on the bulletin boards 
ot each faculty under • the Juris 
diction of the U.S.C. 

Lillian Foote, external/ affaira 
minister, pointed out. that Ihli 
M-ould be a safeguard to the 
U.S.C. as well its to the student 
body. She said that the Ath- 
Irlle Aisorlation was protect* 



rd by similarly posting mlnutei 
of ihelr meetings. 
The motion parsed specifying 
that it would henceforth be the 
duty of the secretary' of the U.S.C. 
to post copies of the minutes of 
all meeling.1 on thé bulletin boards 
of all faculties under U.S.C. Juris- 
diction. 



The Students' Executive Council 
will elect a vice-president at its 
open meeting in the New Room of 
the Union tonight at 7 p.m.

Students Rebel 
Against Hotel 
Discrimination 



at a Quebec hotel, a telling blow 
has been struck by students of' Sir 
George Williams College against 
discrimination," stated the editor 
of The Georgian in his editorial on 
Monday. 

After arrangements had been 
concluded to hold the Carnival al 
the Pleasant View Hotel in North 
Halley, it was found, that this hotel 
operated on 'restricted clientele' 
basis. Since student funds are used 
for such events, it was felt that an 
injustice was being done to those 
students whoie moral obligations 
would not permit them to encou- 
rage any hotel that operate.i! nor- 
mally. on a restricted clientele basis. 

The Chairman .of the Students' 
Council stated that a telephone 
conversation with 'the manager, 
Mr. John Msckay, was recorded in 
shorthand by another member ol 
\he Council. During this conversa- 
tion Mr, Mackay stated that the 
clause' referred only ' to - •undesir- 
ables' .by which, .hej.meant rowdy 
people who" wouW":! dâmagb prop- 
erty. 

The manager of the hotel said 
that any ■ persons of any race or 
religion would be welcomed at hts 
hotel. • . 

An unofficial enquiry" to a mem- 
ber of the Canadian Jewish Con- 
gress revealed that no case of dis- 
crimination against any member of 
any race or religion had occurred 
on Mr. Mackay's premises. As a 
result the only objection against 
the Pleasant View Hotel was the 
choice of the words, 'restricted 
clientele.' ' 

The stand in question was. taken 
after hurried meetings of the Coun- 
cil and the Carnival Committee 
when a number ot students criti- 
cised the flaunting of the 'res- 
tricted . clientele' clause on the 
pampjiteta ot the hotel. ^

One of Franklin's tasks 
during the American Bcvolutionary 
War was to bcj governor .of this city 
while it was occupied by American 
troops, during which time he re- 
sided in the Chateau de Bamezay, 
the home of the governors that 
France had once sent to Montreal 
His main endeavour, thai of bring- 
ing the French-Canadians Into the 
war on the American side, was 
doomed to failure, but the estab- 
lishment of a newspaper, the Mont- 
real Gazette, remains his enduring 
monument.

The other comment concerns a 
statement that was made in the 
article, and that would appear to 
show an uncritical acceptance 'of 
the American csise. It was: "Wool- 
wltted Gedrgei 'II! and his Tory 
government drove even the moil 
loyal colonists into resistance and 
ultimately revolution." The fact is, 
of course, as no less a person than 
the instigator of the revolution, 
Samual Adams, admitted, out of à 
'population of 3,OOQ,000 In the col- 
onies no more than 1,200,000 sup- 
ported the revoliKlon. The major 
centres of population, remained 
loyal, and the United^ Empire 
Loyalists bear witness 'to !thê 'Sacri- 
fices « that (omplete loyalty com- 
manded, ■ 

Judge Speaks 
In 1821 .United States Chief Jus- 
tice John' Jay said: "The true his- 
tory of the American Revolution 
can never be written.*' 11 Is appa- 
rent, however,, that the sorting of 
claim and' counter-ciaim pnd the 
production «f such a history would 
be a work of incalculable value to 
the English-speaking community. 
Ttie Daily is not 'the place for such

Papirmafcing 

"Newsprint Is' the brain ot the 
world," said Dr. W. Boyd Camp- 
bcUi director ot Technical Research 
of . the Ptilp ànd Paper Research 
Institute 'ol Canada in an address 
on "Modern Papèrmàklng" yester- 
day, in the Chemistry, Building; 

Dr. Campbell in his .lecture, en- 
tilled "Papcrmakingj^Hveia de- 
monstration in'fv^i^pii^pread 
er-soaked pulp , voycr a 'wire 
screen ' and ' pftcr. draining off 
most ot the water, pressed the 
pulp into a substance we call pa- 
per, .jde then passed samples of 
this paper to all the students. 

He discussed all the stages, ot 
,the})t meehanical^maniifacture^of 

stage, showing that the same pro- 
cedure is lised as In the demon- 
stration.
